‘Coyote derby* to go on 
despite death threat 



Controversy. Experts 
question practice of 
provincewide hunt 
with cash prizes 


Despite threats of physical 
harm and social-media back¬ 
lash, organizers of an annual 
coyote hunt say they’re moving 
forward with this weekend’s 
event, calling the objections 
simple misunderstandings. 

The Alberta-wide DKD 
Coyote Tournament, planned 
for Saturday, challenges two- 
person teams to hunt coyotes 
throughout the province, 
awarding cash prizes to the 
teams with the most kills. 

Paul, an organizer who 
asked that his last name not be 
published due to recent threats 
he’s received — including one 
message saying he, himself, 
should be shot — said the day 
isn’t a free-for-all, despite what 
some opponents allege. 

“This is not a mass cull. This 
is not a mass slaying. We’re not 


running around, shooting on 
people’s property,” said Paul. 

Last year, 13 coyotes were 
harvested by 23 participating 
teams. 

While the numbers of ani¬ 
mals killed may be small, Paul 
said, the tournament helps to 
protect farmers who have had 
their livestock threatened by 


the predators. 

“We want hunters to hunt 
their home areas, where they 
are having issues,” he said. 

But Dr. Shelley Alexander, 
an assistant professor at the 
University of Calgaiy who’s 
been researching coyotes for 
more than two decades, de¬ 
scribed that justification as sci¬ 


entifically suspect. 

“When you remove a popu¬ 
lation like that, you don’t cre¬ 
ate a long-term solution to con¬ 
flict,” Alexander said, adding 
that coyotes are “controlling 
other species we don’t want 
around.” 

Alberta Environment and 
Sustainable Resource Develop¬ 


ment spokesman Duncan Mac- 
Donell said the department 
has fielded complaints about 
the coyote-hunting tourna¬ 
ment but ultimately has little 
control over the annual prac¬ 
tice. 

“It involves a species that’s 
more than plentiful in the 
province, that’s considered 
an agricultural pest,” he said, 
noting you don’t need a tag to 
hunt coyotes. 

The province doesn’t even 
keep track of coyote popula¬ 
tions, said MacDonell, making 
it difficult to know how many 
are killed eveiy year. 

That said, he stressed the 
department doesn’t endorse 
the game and doesn’t condone 
it as a population-management 
practice. 

Alexander believes the com¬ 
plaints are a sign Albertans are 
changing their attitudes about 
the general “senseless elimina¬ 
tion” of the species, a mindset 
she believes leads to thousands 
of coyotes being killed each 
year in the province.

Scientist at 
Uof Ahelps 
develop an 
unbeatable 
poker game 

Scientists have taught a com¬ 
puter how to play unbeatable 
poker. 

While the news may sadden 
the hearts of rec-room card 
sharps everywhere, the win¬ 
ners in this game are program¬ 
mers hying to do eveiything 
from improve public security 
to help doctors treat patients 
with diabetes. 

“We should be able to use 
these algorithms in any well- 
defined problem,” said Michael 
Bowling, the University of 
Alberta computer scientist 
who co-authored a paper in 
the journal Science that details 
how the program for two- 
handed, fixed-bet Texas Hold 
’Em can’t do worse than break 
even. 

Scientists in the field of 
game theoiy long ago taught 
computers to play games such 
as checkers and chess, but 
poker has remained elusive 
because it’s a so-called “im¬ 
perfect information” game. A 
player has to make decisions 
without knowing all the data, 
such as what the other player 
is holding. 

“This game has been, histor¬ 
ically, an important challenge 
problem,” Bowling said. “Poker 
is one of the games that really 
motivated the whole founding 
of the field of game theoiy 
back in the ’20s.” 

The breakthrough is 
unlikely to be of much use at 
anyone’s Saturday night poker 
game, however. 

“You have to memorize 
a 10-terabyte table of prob¬ 
abilities,” said Bowling.

More can be done to make 
Whyte Avenue safer for ped¬ 
estrians, but the city will 
have to rethink how it views 
the street, said the head of 
the local business associa¬ 
tion. 

On New Year’s Day, a 
63-year-old man was struck 
and killed on the avenue by 
a driver fleeing another col¬ 
lision and a 27-year-old man 
was killed in January 2014. 

Murray Davidson, head of 
the Old Strathcona Business 
Association, said it’s time 
for the city to recognize that 
the area isn’t about cars. 

“We’re not just a major 
thoroughfare to go whiz¬ 
zing through with your 
vehicles. 

“We’re a wallcable, pedes¬ 
trian-friendly community,” 
he said. 

Davidson said after years 
of requests, the city has 
agreed to put a signalized 
crossing at Whyte Avenue 
and 102 Street, but he’s not 
expecting to see it any time 
soon. 

“It’s on the priority list 
to get a signal in, but they 
have no budget and that’s so 
frustrating, because some¬ 
one is going to get smoked 
there,” he said. 


Davidson said he would 
like to see traffic slowed 
down on the avenue and 
pedestrians given more 
focus. 

“The vehicles for the 
most part are driving 
through or delivering stuff,” 
he said. 

He said he also notices 
that drivers headed east 
tend to speed up once they 
pass Gateway Boulevard, 
but that’s not where the 
area ends. 

“The core extends now to 
101 street, with all the new 


trendy businesses,” he said. 

Acting Sgt. Ian Smith, 
who works the Whyte Av¬ 
enue beat, said enforcement 
can help, but because the 
area is a tourist spot, it’s not 
a silver bullet. 

“You have people come 
here from places where jay¬ 


walking doesn’t exist,” he said. 

He said many of the col¬ 
lisions haven’t involved any 
jaywalking and drivers need 
to stay aware. 

“The last three I was at, 
pedestrians were in marked 
crosswalks, crossing with 
the right of way.”

It’s all about 
a sustained lifestyle — doing 
things you enjoy that fit into 
your eveiyday life,” he said. 

“For good health, don’t 
smoke and stay out of the 
sun. Try to be active all day 
long and eat lots of fruits and 
vegetables, lean protein and 
whole grains.” 

In his new book, Is Gwyn¬ 
eth Paltrow Wrong About 
Everything?, Caulfield takes 
that same research-based, 
critical look at health and 
happiness through the lens 
of celebrity. He blasts actress 
Paltrow’s promotion of ex¬ 
pensive beauty products and 
diet advice as useless, but also 


examines why we, as a soci¬ 
ety, want to believe whatever 
a celebrity is touting. 

“My son calls me the 
dream-crusher,” Caulfield 
said. “We may not think ce¬ 
lebrity culture has an impact 
on our lives, but it does influ¬ 
ence us all. The core truths 
for health and wellness are 
simple, but people want to 
hear something else. 

“Celebrity, fame, tiying 
to look a certain way — will 
that make people happy? I 
talk about fantasy versus real¬ 
ity and enjoying the process 
— pursuing something just 
for the inherent value of the 
activity. I hope realizing that 
is liberating for people.”

Court 


Man, convicted 
in girl’s homicide 
at golf course, 
denied appeal 

Alberta’s top court has dis¬ 
missed an appeal by a man 
convicted in the sex slaying 
of an Edmonton teenager 
on a golf course. 

Michael Briscoe is serv¬ 
ing a life sentence for sex¬ 
ual assault, kidnapping and 


first-degree murder in the 
death of 13-year-old Nina 
Courtepatte in 2005. 

A group of people lured 
the girl from West Ed¬ 
monton Mall to the golf 
course, where she was 
raped, stabbed and beaten 
to death. 

Briscoe was initially ac¬ 
quitted of the charges after 
testifying that he did not 
know of the murder plan 
and his only involvement 
was to drive the car. 

The Crown won an ap¬ 


peal and Briscoe was con¬ 
victed following a second 
trial in 2012. 

The trial judge ruled 
that Briscoe did not 
directly commit the acts, 
but assisted another man, 
Joseph Laboucan, in the 
crime. 

The Alberta Court 
of Appeal unanimously 
agreed in its latest decision 
that Briscoe has no valid 
grounds for appeal. 

Along with Laboucan, 
three other young people 


were also convicted in 
Nina’s death. 

Laboucan was further 
found guilty of first-degree 
murder in the death of 
Ellie-May Meyer. The prosti¬ 
tute, who was killed two 
days before Courtepatte, 
was found in a farmer’s 
field east of Edmonton and 
police connected the two 
killings. 

Briscoe was also charged 
in Meyer’s death but ac¬ 
quitted.

Health. Alberta sees 30 
to 40 deaths in a typical 
season, AHS says

Influenza has been con¬ 
firmed in 23 people who 
died in Alberta this flu 
season, a death toll nearly 
three times as severe com¬ 
pared to the same time last 
year. 

Nine of those deaths 
came in the Edmonton 
health zone, six in the 
Calgary zone, three in the 
south, three in the north, 
and two in the central zone, 
according to data published 
Thursday by Alberta Health 
Services. 

At this time last year, 
AHS had confirmed influ¬ 
enza in eight deaths, but 
chief medical officer of 
health Dr. James Talbot said 
the higher toll so far this 
year is in part due to the flu 
season having started about 
two to three weeks earlier, 
and being “close to reach¬ 
ing its peak right now.” 

Overall, Talbot said, this 
is a “fairly ordinary” year 
for influenza rates. 

So far this season, at least 
1.171 million doses of flu 
vaccine have been admin¬ 
istered in Alberta. Of those, 
478,088 were in Calgary and 


391,500 in Edmonton. 

These numbers are like¬ 
ly underrepresented, AHS 
cautioned, as they don’t 
include doses administered 
by non-public-health and 
non-AHS staff members past 
Nov. 30, due to “delays” in 
gathering all the data over 
the December holidays. 

Last season, Alberta ex¬ 
hausted its entire supply 
of 1.16-million flu-vaccine 
doses and immunized 27 
per cent of the population. 

This season, the prov¬ 
ince purchased hundreds of 
thousands more doses and 
set a goal to immunize 45 
per cent of Albertans. 

So far, Talbot said, about 
29 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion has been immunized, 
which is nearly a third more 
than at the same time last 
year, and the second-high¬ 
est rate on record. 

“There’s still time to get 
your shot and there’s lots of 
locations,” he said. 

Talbot said this season 
has seen a high prevalence 
of a mutated H3N2 influ¬ 
enza strain, a variant of the 
virus that the vaccine — 
prepared in large batches 
months ahead of flu season 
— is a “partial match” for. 

That strain tends to hit 
older people particularly 
hard, compared to the 
H1N1 variant that was more 
common last year and had 
a greater affect on younger 
adults.

Albertans may have to wait 
before they hit regulated 
slots online, say officials with 
the Alberta Gaming and Li¬ 
quor Commission (AGLC). 

On Thursday, the Ontario 
Lottery and Gaming Corpora¬ 
tion launched PlayOLG.ca, 
which enables Ontario resi¬ 
dents to gamble on games 
like blackjack and roulette 
with profits going back to the 
provincial government. 

AGLC spokeswoman Jody 
Korchinslci said the commis¬ 
sion is examining the pos¬ 
sibility of creating an online 
gaming portal in Alberta but 
wouldn’t provide details on 
where they are in the pro¬ 
cess. 

“No final decisions have 
been made, but this is some¬ 
thing that has been actively 
under review and could be 
a good revenue opportunity 


for the Alberta Lottery Fund,” 
she said. 

Korchinslci also wouldn’t 
get into specifics about rev¬ 
enue projections or when a 
decision on an online gam¬ 
bling portal may be made but 
did say the AGLC is cognizant 
that online gambling is popu¬ 
lar in the province. 

“We’re certainly aware 
that technology is changing,” 
she said. “Player expectations 
are moving into that online 
and mobile front, and there 
is an expectation from con¬ 
sumers that this type of prod¬ 
uct be available for Alberta 
players.” 

While many Albertans are 
already gambling online, an 
online gaming portal main¬ 
tained by the AGLC would 
mean profits would be used 
to support government and 
community initiatives, metro

A defiant Bill Cosby soaked 
up roaring applause Wed¬ 
nesday at a southern Ontario 
theatre, despite three new al¬ 
legations that bring the total 
against him to 27. 

The next morning and a 
mere 100 kilometres away, 
Jian Ghomeshi took his seat 
in a downtown Toronto court 
to face three more charges of 
sexual assault. 

Two formerly beloved ce¬ 
lebrities in the midst of ugly 


downfalls. 

Ghomeshi followed duti¬ 
fully Thursday as police and 
his lawyers strong-armed a 
path through a crush of re¬ 
porters, cameras thrust at his 
face. 

Blank-faced, puffy under 
the eyes, hair neatly combed, 
he raised his arms as an offi¬ 
cer brushed a metal detector 


over his light-grey suit. 

A rare sighting, as one 
reporter said, of a man who 
used to be everywhere in To¬ 
ronto. 

Few expected Ghomeshi to 
show for the court date, a sur¬ 
prise explained when the new 
charges were laid. He had to 
sign a new bail agreement for¬ 
bidding him from contacting 


the three new women press¬ 
ing charges. 

Inside Courtroom 508, 
Ghomeshi sat beside his law¬ 
yers, slightly hunched. While 
his lawyers talked, he held a 
faraway gaze. 

Coincidentally, a floor 
below, activists were calling 
for the city to create a 24-hour 
drop-in centre for women and 
trans people, many wearing 
T-shirts reading, “Stop the vio¬ 
lence against women.” 

“We’re here at the same 
time as Ghomeshi,” noted one 
protester, Zoe Dodd. 

Dodd would be in court 
herself later in the day. She 
and four other women face 
mischief charges stemming 
from a November sit-in at a 
city housing office. They were 
demanding that the drop-in 
centre be opened. 

Meanwhile, Cosby was 
waiting to take the stage in 
another Ontario city for, he 
might hope, another night of 
laughs.

Attack on newspaper. 

Bulletin warns suspects 
should be considered 
'armed and dangerous' 


Frightened yet defiant, French 
residents held a day of mourn¬ 
ing Thursday for 12 people slain 
at a Paris newspaper. French 
police hunted for the two heav¬ 
ily armed brothers suspected 
in the massacre, fearing they 
might strike again. 

The two suspects should be 
considered “armed and danger¬ 
ous,” French police said in a 
bulletin. 

Ninety people have been 
questioned so far in the inves¬ 
tigation and nine people close 
to the two suspects — Cherif 
Kouachi, 32, and his brother 
Said Kouachi, 34 — were de¬ 
tained for further questioning, 
officials said. 

Authorities extended 
France’s maximum terror alert 
from Paris to the northern 
Picardie region, focusing on 
several towns that might be 
possible safe havens for the two 


suspects, Interior Minister Ber¬ 
nard Cazeneuve told reporters. 

President Francois Hollande 
— joined by residents, tourists 
and Muslim leaders — called 
for tolerance after the coun¬ 
try’s worst terrorist attack in 
decades. 

At noon, the Paris metro 
came to a standstill and a crowd 
fell silent near Notre Dame 
cathedral to honour Wednes¬ 
day’s victims. 

“France has been struck dir¬ 
ectly in the heart of its capital, 
in a place where the spirit of lib¬ 
erty — and thus of resistance — 
breathed freely,” Hollande said. 

France’s prime minister said 
the possibility of a new attack 
“is our main concern” and an¬ 
nounced several overnight 
arrests. Tensions ran high in 
Paris, where 800 extra police 
patrolled schools, places of wor¬ 
ship and transit hubs. Britain 
increased its security checks at 
ports and borders. 

The satirical newspaper 
Charlie Hebdo had caricatured 
the Prophet Muhammad, and 
witnesses said the attackers 
claimed allegiance to al-Qaida 
in Yemen, the associated press

‘Islamization’ of Europe

A day after terror struck 
Paris, Europe’s far-right 
and anti-immigrant 
parties pressed home 
the message that has 
fueled their resurgence: 
the continent’s rising 
numbers of Muslims are 
dangerous. 

Populist movements 
warning of the “Islam- 
ization” of Europe have 
been gaining ground 
in small countries like 
Denmark and large ones 
like Britain, Germany 
and France. The attack 
on satirical newspaper 
Charlie Hebdo could win 
more supporters to their 
cause. 

Fears of precisely the 
kind of commando-style 
attack that struck the 
newspaper on Wednes¬ 
day, killing 12 people, 
have risen sharply in 
recent months as home¬ 
grown fighters return 
from Syria and Iraq. 

There are concerns 
that more mainstream 
Europeans will be pulled 
into their orbit and that 
mainstream parties will 
be tempted to parrot the 
hard-line rhetoric. 


Journalist killings on rise, threat to free expression 


The attack at Charlie Hebdo is 
a painful reminder that free 
expression — and the people 
who act as conduits — is under 
threat eveiy day, eveiywhere, 
the head of a Canadian journal¬ 
ism association says. 

Last year was one of the 
worst in histoiy, as extremist 
groups started killing journal¬ 
ists as a public-relations tool, 


said Tom Henheffer, executive 
director of Canadian Journalists 
for Free Expression. Sixty-six 
lost their lives worldwide in 
2014, either in conflict zones or 
elsewhere, according to Repor¬ 
ters Without Borders. 

This year is off to an even 
worse start, with eight journal¬ 
ists among the 12 killed in the 
Charlie Hebdo attack — play¬ 


ing out in a city that typically 
would be considered safe. 

“This Paris attack was on a 
higher scale when it comes to 
co-ordination and planning and 
the number of people killed,” 
he said. “It just goes beyond 
anything that we’ve seen be¬ 
fore. It’s absolutely terrible.” 

Henheffer said such attacks 
are extremely rare in Canada 


and risks for journalists are 
veiy low — but attacks do hap¬ 
pen. 

Tara Singh Hayer, for ex¬ 
ample, was murdered in 1998 
in Vancouver for speaking out 
against extremism in Sikh 
culture. In 2000, crime repor¬ 
ter Michel Auger was shot six 
times in the back in Montreal 
for his coverage of biker gangs. 


Brian Smith, a Toronto sports- 
caster, was gunned down in a 
parking lot in 1995 by someone 
who reportedly held a grudge 
against the media. 

The lower risk in Canada 
can be attributed to the coun- 
tiy’s histoiy of tolerance, multi- 
culturalism and integration 
and the media being “a little 
more polite and a little more

Officers restrain, cuff 
boy's 14-year-old sister 
as he bleeds from shots 


A video released by the City 
of Cleveland shows a police 
officer pushing a 14-year-old 
girl to the ground and hand¬ 
cuffing her with the help of 
another officer soon after a 
third officer fatally shot her 
younger brother. 

The grainy surveillance 
video shows the officers 
struggling with the teen be¬ 
fore putting her in the back 
seat of a patrol car parked 
next to the where 12-year-old 
African-American Tamir Rice 
lay bleeding on the snowy 
ground. 

Northeast Ohio Media 
Group is reporting that it ob¬ 
tained the nearly 30-minute- 
long video from the city on 
Wednesday after the city 
initially refused to release 


it. Other media outlets were 
given the video Thursday. 

Patrol officer Timothy 
Loehmann, who is white, shot 
Tamir in the abdomen within 
two seconds of a patrol car 
stopping near the boy on Nov. 
22. He died the next day. 

The new video begins with 
the shooting of Tamir. About 
90 seconds later, Tamir’s sis¬ 
ter, whose name has not been 
released, runs toward her 
fallen brother. Loehmann’s 
partner Frank Garmback im¬ 
mediately pushes her to the 
ground. Garmback and an¬ 
other officer are then shown 
handcuffing the struggling 
teen and finally placing her 
in the back seat of Loehmann 
and Garmback’s patrol car. 

Walter Madison, an attor¬ 
ney for the family, called the 
treatment of the 14-year-old 
sister “the cruellest thing I’ve 
ever seen on video.” 

He also criticized the offi¬ 
cers for not providing Tamir 
with medical attention.

Three dead after 
cruise ship capsizes 

A catamaran carrying doz¬ 
ens of foreign tourists on 
a pleasure cruise capsized 
off Costa Rica on Thursday, 
killing three people, emer¬ 
gency officials said. 

The boat, which was on 
a day trip to the popular 
Tortuga (Turtle) Island, 
sank completely about 15

Private boats in the area 
took in passengers until 
rescuers arrived. 

The tour operator 
reported that the Pura Vida 
Princess, a 100-foot catama¬ 
ran, left Marina Los Suenos 
in the morning with 98 pas¬ 
sengers and a crew of 10. 

Rescuers had recovered 
94 people from the ship¬ 
wreck and taken them to 
two emergency centres on

Police officer killed 
and street sweeper 
injured in shooting 

An assailant opened fire 
on a police officer on the 
southern edge of Paris early 
Thursday, killing her and 
injuring a nearby street 
sweeper before fleeing, of¬ 
ficials and a witness said. 

The attacker in the pre¬ 
dawn shooting Thursday re¬ 


mained at large, said French 
Interior Minister Bernard 
Cazeneuve. It was not im¬ 
mediately clear whether 
the attack was linked to the 
Wednesday assault on the 
newspaper Charlie Hebdo, 
in which two police officers 
were among the 12 dead. 

In the Thursday shoot¬ 
ing, Cazeneuve said, the 
officer had stopped to 
investigate a traffic accident 
when the firing started.

U.S. in a bind over 
Sony hack charge 



North Korea blamed. 

Skeptics question 
whether other hackers 
or Sony insiders could 
be the culprits 


The Obama administration’s 
extraordinary decision to 
point fingers at North Korea 
over the hacking of Sony 
Pictures Entertainment Inc. 
could lead to a courtroom 
spectacle in the event that 
charges are ultimately filed 
against someone without ties 
to the isolated countiy, such 
as a disgruntled employee or 
an unrelated hacker. 

“Once the government 
says it has good reason to be¬ 
lieve North Korea did it, then 
that is good reason to believe 
that the defendant did not do 
it unless the defendant was 
an agent of North Korea,” said 
Jennifer Graniclc, director of 
civil liberties at the Stanford 
Center for Internet and Soci¬ 
ety. 

U.S. officials for weeks 
have been emphatic in blam¬ 
ing North Korea for the hack 
attack, citing similarities to 
other tools developed by the 
countiy in specific lines of 
computer code, enciyption 
algorithms and data deletion 


methods. 

FBI Director James Comey 
told a cybersecurity confer¬ 
ence in New York on Wed¬ 
nesday that the hackers “got 
sloppy” and mistakenly sent 
messages directly that could 
be traced to Internet address¬ 
es used exclusively by North 
Korea. 

That hasn’t stopped skep¬ 
tics from challenging the 
government’s conclusion 
and raising questions about 
whether hackers or Sony in¬ 
siders could be the culprits 
instead of — or maybe along 
with — North Korea. 

Comey said only the FBI 
has the whole picture, but 
the U.S. government has been 


hamstrung over its reluctance 
to disclose sensitive informa¬ 
tion that could be persuasive 
yet might reveal intelligence 
secrets about how the U.S. se¬ 
cretly watches North Korea. 

Given the risks in reveal¬ 
ing evidence, the public state¬ 
ments were a “bold move” 
that could suggest the gov¬ 
ernment acted in haste — or 
that it has a much stronger 
case than what’s been made 
public, said Tor Elceland, a 
New York lawyer whose cli¬ 
ents include hackers. 

“That’s what makes me 
think they’ve got some smolc- 
ing-gun piece of information 
that they haven’t revealed,” 
he said, the associated press

within the countiy or location 
authorized by Netflix,” indus- 
tiy observers have accused 
the streaming service of turn¬ 
ing a blind eye to customers 
who log in from Toronto one 
minute and Seattle the next. 

“Unless the backlash from 
rights holders reaches the 
point that they’re unwill¬ 
ing to license to them, it’s 
not clear to me that there’s a 
huge downside for Netflix,” 
Geist said, noting the site can 
attract more customers by 


tacitly offering their entire 
catalogue to anyone savvy 
enough to make a few Google 
searches. 

While some studios 
have complained about un¬ 
blocking, Geist doesn’t believe 
the practice is having an ad¬ 
verse effect on rights holders. 

“For the most part, it’s a 
case where consumers are 
paying for something, Netflix 
is being paid and content pro¬ 
viders are being paid,” he said. 

In Canada, Bell and Rog¬ 


ers are launching competing 
services to Netflix, and the de¬ 
bate around unblocking could 
heat up if they decide Netflix’s 
lax enforcement constitutes 
unfair competition. 

“They might think they 
have a better product than 
Netflix Canada but not Netflix 
U.S.,” Geist said. 

However, even the two big 
telcos could be reluctant to 
tackle unblocking head-on. 
Both companies are also In¬ 
ternet service providers and, 
as Geist observed, they benefit 
from Netflix customers shell¬ 
ing out for faster downloads 
and larger data caps. 

For Fenwick McKelvey, a 
communications professor 
at Concordia University, un¬ 
blocking is just the latest in 
a long “cat-and-mouse game” 
between those who own con¬ 


tent and those trying to con¬ 
sume it. 

“People have been putting 
up antennas to get American 
signals since the invention of 
radio,” he said. 

McKelvey said Netflix is 
also caught between a “down¬ 
load culture,” in which users 
are accustomed to finding 
content they want through 
piracy, and more established 
business models. 

The struggle for Netflix, 
then, is to be able to offer a 
legitimate service at a price 
that can compete with file¬ 
sharing. 

“There’s a compromise try¬ 
ing to be struck, and Netflix is 
trying to become the vehicle 
of that compromise,” McKel¬ 
vey said. “They’re saying that 
if you pay $8 a month, then 
everyone’s happy.”

In case you haven’t heard, 
Canadians are crossing the 
digital border in droves and 
streaming U.S. content from 
Netflix. Most of us just want 
to watch our favourite shows 
but do we really know what’s 
at stake when we unblock our¬ 
selves? 

Hardly a new issue — a 
July report suggested one- 
third of Canadian viewers 
were already masking their 
IP addresses in order to access 
Netflix’s American libraiy — 
unblocking made headlines 
this week after reports that 
the service was cracking down 
on the practice. 

Netflix has dismissed the 
rumours, saying nothing 
about its policies has changed. 
However, regardless of their 
veracity, the reports have 
sparked a debate about the 
merits — and ethics — of cir¬ 
cumventing regional restric¬ 
tions online. 

The issue stems from the 
licensing agreements Netflix 
negotiates with rights holders 
and media studios. While Net¬ 
flix is a global company, the 
right to show certain content 
remains tied to geography. 

“Rights holders have li¬ 
censed their work to be 
streamed by Netflix in a par¬ 
ticular countiy, and the as¬ 
sumption is that if Netflix 
wants to make it available in 
another countiy, then they 
should be paying for that,” 
said Michael Geist, a law pro¬ 
fessor at the University of Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Netflix is notoriously se¬ 
cretive about its metrics, but 
some in the entertainment 
business worry unblocking 
makes their content appear 
less valuable than it is. Can¬ 
adian users disguised as Amer¬ 
icans could be watching hours 
of Trailer Park Boys, for ex¬ 
ample, but Netflix may not see 
the show as popular among its 
Canadian audience and could 
even choose to cancel it. 

While Netflix’s terms of 
service forbid accessing con¬ 
tent “anywhere other than

Divine casting. British 
actor David Oyelowo, 
who stars as the civil 
rights leader in Selma, 
had a premonition he 
would get the role 


“I like to think of myself 
as a good actor,” says David 
Oyelowo, “but Martin Luther 
King, I ain’t.” 

The 38-year-old British ac¬ 
tor plays the venerated civil 
rights leader in Selma, a 
dramatic retelling of King’s 
1965 Selma-to-Montgomery 
voting rights march. 

It’s a stirring performance 
that has already earned him 
a Golden Globe nomination 
as best actor in a drama. He 
admits he wasn’t a natural fit 
for the part — “I would never 
have cast me in this role, a 
British actor, having not 
done much work in Holly¬ 
wood” — but the film’s pro¬ 
ducer Oprah Winfrey (who 
also has a heart-wrenching 
cameo) said, “I can see King 
in you.” 

The actor, best known for 
his work on the British TV 
show MI-5, told an audience 
at the AFI he always felt like 
he’d play King at some point. 
“Very soon after my wife and 
I moved to this country, I was 
told from above that I would 
play this role on the 24th of 
July, 2007. I couldn’t believe 
it, so I wrote it down.” 

With help from his higher 
power as well as Oprah, dir¬ 
ector Ava DuVernay, research 
and a weight gain of 30 
pounds — eat lasagna late at 
night, he advises — Oyelowo 
found the character and won 
the blessing of King’s daugh¬ 
ter Bernice. “It was huge for

This could be the year Mike 
McEwen’s curling team 
shakes the label of the best 
team never to play in a Brier. 

McEwen, third B.J. Neufeld, 
second Matt Woznialc and 
lead Denni Neufeld won six 
of eight events in the first half 
of the season, including wins 
over Olympic champion Brad 
Jacobs in the finals of both The 
National in November and the 
Canada Cup in December. 

McEwen’s Fort Rouge Curl¬ 
ing Club rink from Winnipeg 
is running away with the No. 1 
ranking on the World Curling 
Tour (WCT), with $114,000 in 
prize money so far. 

A team at a crossroads 
in Februaiy after losing its 
fourth provincial final in five 
years — and falling one win 
short again of a trip to the 
Canadian men’s champion¬ 
ship — decided to remain in¬ 
tact for an eighth season and 
reinvent itself 

“Veiy slowly we kind of 
gathered our thoughts and 
decided what we had together 
as a foursome was still veiy 
strong and important, but we 
had kind of lost our way as 
far as growing as teammates 
and as athletes,” McEwen said 
Thursday at the Continental 
Cup in Calgaiy. 

“We made a commitment 
to find how to do that again.”

Association’s sports psycholo¬ 
gist Kyle Paquette to heal the 
trouble spots in their game. 
They stepped up their physical 
fitness with a personal trainer. 

They’ve been a solid team 
on the WCT since their forma¬ 
tion in 2007 and were among 
the eight Canadian men’s 
teams who qualified for the 
Sochi Olympic trials. 

But winning Manitoba and 
representing the province at 
the Brier means beating world 
and Canadian champion Jeff 
Stoughton.

Ewen from contention in four

incials. 

Under Paquette’s guidance, 
McEwen says he and his team¬ 
mates have forged stronger 
chemistiy. They’re committed 
to sticking to their plan, win 


or lose. 

“His approach has made us 
really change how we think 
and how we operate as a 
team,” McEwen explained. 

“We’re very much more 
supportive and understanding 
than we ever have been. We’re 
more of a team now than we 
ever have been. We got a little 
individualistic at times, and it 
hurt us.”

The winner 
advances to the Tim Hortons

NFL Panthers' Cam 
Newton 0-3 against 
Seattle Seahawks 
entering NFC divisional 
playoff game 


Cam Newton must find a way 
to beat his biggest nemesis 
for the Carolina Panthers to 
advance to the NFC champion¬ 
ship game. 

The fourth-year quarter¬ 
back is 0-3 in his career and has 
struggled to find the end zone 
against the Seattle Seahawks, 
Carolina’s opponent in Satur¬ 
day night’s divisional playoff 
game. Newton has led only one 
touchdown drive in those three 
losses to the Seahawks. 

He’s barely completed 50 
per cent of his passes and is 
averaging just 145 yards pass¬ 
ing per game. He’s been sacked 
eight times with three turn¬ 



overs, including two fumbles. 
Newton has also been limited 
to 104 yards on the ground and 
has not scored a touchdown 
rushing against Seattle. 

“I can’t really put a finger on 
it,” Newton said of his struggles 
against the Seahawks. “They 
have great players and they’re 
coached extremely well.” 


Seattle coach Pete Carroll 
said the Seahawks haven’t 
done anything special against 
Newton. “We’ve just tried to 
play football and hold on — 
and we’ve been able to get that 
done,” Carroll said. 

This will be Newton’s first 
time playing in Seattle, so bat¬ 
tling crowd noise will certainly 
add to Newton’s challenges. 

Panthers coach Ron Rivera 
said he believes Newton will 
be fine as long as he doesn’t tiy 
to force the action against the 
league’s No. 1-ranlced defence. 

Rivera said the Panthers 
will need to perform better in 
the red zone to have a chance 
— something they’ve struggled 
with most of the season and in 
past games against Seattle — 
and not turn the ball over. 

Carolina settled for three 
field-goal attempts last Satur¬ 
day in a 27-16 wild-card win 
against Arizona and also had 
three turnovers, two by New¬ 
ton.

Ray Rice scandal 


NFL should have 
sought more info, 
says investigator 

The NFL failed to inves¬ 
tigate the Ray Rice case 
properly, former FBI direc¬ 
tor Robert S. Mueller said 
in a report that also said 
he found no evidence the 
league received a video of 
the Ravens running back 
knocking out his fiancee 
in a casino elevator. 

“The NFL should have 
done more with the infor¬ 
mation it had and should 
have taken additional 
steps to obtain all available 
information about the Feb. 
15 incident,” Mueller said 
in a statement after releas¬ 
ing his 96-page report. 

Mueller said he can 
find no evidence the 
league received the video 
showing Rice striking 
his fiancee before it 
was published online in 
September. A law enforce¬ 
ment official showed The 
Associated Press videos 
of the incident and said 
he mailed a DVD to NFL 
headquarters in April.
